Document 1 : JP, 10-1 10306, A (MASARU NAKAZAWA), 28 April 1998 

Document 2: JP, 10-280209, A (WACOAL CORPORATION), 20 October 1998 

The subject matter of claims 1-31 does not appear to involve an inventive step on account of 
document 1 and document 2 cited in the ISR. Document 1 discloses leg portion wear in which a 
stretchable portion comparatively strong in tightening force covers the inner-side surface of the 
knee joints of the human body. Based on its shape, the stretchable portion of the wear disclosed 
in document 1 substantially covers collateral ligaments on the inner-side surfaces of knee joints 
of the human body. Document 2 discloses leg portion wear in which a stretchable portion 
comparatively strong in tightening force is provided from near the upper end of the tibia to near 
the semitendinosus muscles and semimembranosus muscles. The relevant art, in light of the 
disposition of the tightening portion, appears to be along either the semitendinosus muscles or 
semimembranosus muscles. Also, document 2 discloses the point about supporting the ligament 
from near the soleus muscle, calf muscle, and trochanter major using a stretchable portion 
comparatively strong in tightening force. Thus applying the art disclosed in document 2 to the 
wear disclosed in document 1 would be easy for a person skilled in the art. 
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
